The murder of Stefano Bontade, a suspec- 
ted crime boss gunned down on April 23, 
1981, was considered the first salvo of the 
war. 

He and other clans leaders were marked 
for extinction “because they were too tied 
to the traditional schemes of the Cosa Nos- 
tra”, or because they stood in the way of the 
Corleonesi ambitions to turn the Mafia into 
a modern business, according to the magis- 
trates’ report. 

Salvatore Inzerillo was next. 

The Mafia boss had irritated other crime 
leaders the year before when he ordered 
the murder of Gaetano Costa, the chief pr- 
osecutor in Palermo. Inzerillo was mur- 
dered in May 1981. ; 

Within three years more than 500 people 
were dead and at least as many were belie- 
ved victims of ‘lupara bianca’ — meaning 
they disappeared without a trace and are 
presumed dead. : 

The Corleonesi, who along with their al- 


lies became known as ‘vincente’ (winners) 


because they won the war, also changed the 
rules of the game. 

“You don’t touch the buttons,” used to be 
one of the Mafia axioms,J/ Tempo pointed. 
out. “The buttons are police, carabinieri, 
magistrates, in sum, men of the state.” 

But that has changed to what Rome’s La 
Repubblica summed up as: “He who inves- 
tigates, dies.” 

Boris Giuliano, head of Palermo’s detec- 
tive square, was the first of a long list of 
murdered officials. He captured a promi- 
nent member of the Corleone gang and then- 
broke up a drug deal. 

The report praised Giuliano’s efforts to. 
battle the Mafia, but it noted he was isola- 
ted, without support from his superiors: 

One day, drinking coffee at a bar, a guh- 
man shot him four times,

ROME — After a decade of “pax 
Mafiosa” among Sicily’s crime gangs, 


two clans that didn’t like sharing mul- * 


tibillion-dollar profits went to battle, 
according to Italian authorities. More 
than. 500 people have died in the result- 
ing violence. 

In the middle of the war, Italy’s top 
crime fighter, Gen. Carlo Alberto dalla 
Chiesa, was gunned down in Palermo, 
the Sicilian capital, along with his wife 
on Sept. 3, 1982. 

A team of five Italian magistrates in 
Palermo spent three years investigat- 
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ing that murder, and along the way 
came up with what one newspaper cal- 
led “an encyclopedia of Mafia crimes” 
on the bustling Mediterranean island. 
Last week, the magistrates indicted 


‘475 people for more than 90 murders, 


including Dalla Chiesa’s, and dozens of 
offenses connected to organized crime. 

Contained in the 8,000 pages in 40 vo- 
lumes were chilling inside glimpses of 
the power and brutality of ‘the hono- 
red society,’ also known as Cosa No- 
stra (our thing) or Mafia, or ‘Ia piovra’ 
(the octopus). 

The picture was made possible by 
top-level gang members turned state’s 


evidence, many of them losers in the 


war. 
They included Tommaso Buscetta,,. 


whose evidence led to 200 arrests last 
year and who has been testifying 
against accused Mafia members in the 
United States. 

However, the report disappointed 
some who expected the magistrates to 
uncover the so-called ‘third-level,’ po- 
liticians and corrupt officials who are 
widely believed to provide vital sup- 
port to the Mafia. 

According to the prosecutors’ 
report, one of the most important deve- 
lopment among Sicily’s gangs was 
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an uneasy peace that began in the late 
1960s. 

It was ‘abruptly ended in 1981 by the 
clan based in Corleone, a small town 
outside of Palermo that gave its name 
to the protagonist of Mario Puzo’s 
pook The Godfather. 

“They wanted power, all of it and 
quickly, and they had a method — eli- 


-minate whatever obstacle that they en- 


countered along the way, with every 
means, in a war of extermination,” 
was how Rome's II Tempo newspaper 
described the war. 


where heroin from Asia and the 
Middle East is processed, had become 
the largest single provider of the drug 
to the eastern United Statés and had 
captured the major share worldwide in 
the booming multibillion-dollar busi- 
ness. 

The report, as excerpted in Italian 
newspapers, said the Corleonesi want- 
ed complete control.
